The  Directors  of  this  Institution  liave  tlie  honor  to  suhiuit 
their  Annual  R<3port  of  itii  operations  for  the  year  ending 
this  date,  and  its  present  condition. 

The  accompanying  tables  A,  B,  0,  D,  and  E,  will  exhibit 
its  linancial  condition,  and  tables  No.  1  to  8  its  statistics: 

The  report  ol'  the  Clerk,  Mr.  J.  J.  C.  Dougherty,  sliows 
the  avaihible  assets  of  the  Institution  to  be  $0,200  4.5,  and 
the  debts  of  every  description  $5,010  06,  leading  a  surplus 
of  §1,250  39. 

The  e.xpenses  of  the  Institution  for  the  year  amount  to 
$08,001  10,  and  the  average  number  of  prisoners  400,  and 
the  cost  of  supporting  them  per  head,  $107  71. 


This  is  an  increase  over  tlie  amount  expended  in  the  years 
T863  and  1864,  and  is  the  consequence  of  tlie  continued  ad- 
vance of  the  price  of  eervy  article  required  for  the  supply  of  the 
Institution,  the  salaries  of  officers  and  the  extensive  re[)airs, 
inclndinj^  new  boilers,  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  to  the 
steam  engine. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Institution  has  not  received  the  full 
benefit  of  the  advance  in  wages,  which  might  have  been  ob- 
tained, but  for  the  long  j)eriods  for  which  prisoners  were 
hired  to  contractors  when  labor  was  low,  and  which  cannot 
be  changed  until  the  contracts  terminate.  As  fast  as  they  do 
expire,  however,  a  very  considerable  advance  is  ob'tained  on 
new  ones. 

The  Directors  do  not  appreliend  any  necessity  of  calling 
on  the  State  for  appropriations,  as  they  have  still  at  their 
credit  in  the  State  Treasury  a  fund  of  ^10,000,  appropriated 
in  1863,  which  has  never  -been  drawn.  They  even  hope  it 
may  not  be  necessary  to  use  this  fund  the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  prisoners  received  the  past  year  are,  a  largo  propor- 
tion of  them,  of  a  more  unproiitabie  character  than  liereto- 
fore,  there  being  among  them  an  extraordinary  number  of 
colored  women,  boys  aud  men  for  short  terms,  A  prisoner 
for  six  months  or  less  is  a  serious  charge  upon  the  Institution, 
over  and  above  the  proceeds  of  all  the  labor  that  can  be  ob- 
tained from  hiw,  as  the  law  requires  that  he  be  furnished 
with  prison  clothing  on  his  entrance  and  a  new  freedom  suit 
on  his  going  out  Avith  $2  00  in  money.  We  are  fully  of  the 
opinion  that  no  convict  ought  to  be  sent  to  this  Institution 
•  for  a  less  period  than  one  year. 

The  large  number  of  female  prisoners,  mostly  colored,  will 
in  the  course  of  the  year  render  it  necessary  to  provide  fur- 
ther accommodations  for  them. 

AYe  would  suggest  that  a  cha})Iain  be  appointed  for  the 
Institution,  as  every  similar  Institution  in  the  country,  so 
far  as  we  are  acquainted,  is  supplied  with  one. 

The  reports  of  the  Warden  and  Physician,  we  would  refer 
to  as  entitled  to  your  consideration. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  v/e  have  to  mention  t!ie  death 
of  Sterling  T^homas,  Esq.,  on  th.e  11th  of  January  last  ;  one 
of  the  wisest,  most  vigilant  and  active  directors  this  Institu- 
tion has  ever  had,  and  to  whom  we. are  greatly  indebted  for 
any  success  tliat  lias  attended  our  management. 

It  only  remains  for  us  to  express  our  thanks  to  yonr  Ex- 
cellency for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  you   have  shown  us, 


pcvBonally  and  officially,  and  for  your  zealous  co-operation  in 
all  our  efforts  to  discliarge  our  duty.

of  the  Maryland  Penitent'iarij : 

I  hcrewitli  siiLmit  to  you  my  foiirtli  Annual  Report  of  the 
condition  ol'this  Institution  and  tlic  prisoners  in  cliarj^e. 

At  the  dose  of  the  fiscal  year  Nov.  30,  1864,  tlie  number 
of  i)risoners  was  387,  namely,  336  males  and  51  females. 
AVc  have  now  in  keeping  43"2  prisoners,  namely,  3G0  males 
and  72  females.  Of  these  222  are  wliite  males,  and  138  col- 
ored, 15  white  females  and  57  coloi'ed  ;  sliowing  an  increase 
of  45  prisoners  over  tlie  corresponding  time  last  year. 

The  highest  number  in  prison  at  any  onetime  was  432  and 
the  lowest  380  and  the  average  406. 

During  the  year  6  have  died  ;  78  have  been  discliarged  by 
ex}>iratiGns  of  sentence  ;  and  50  have  been  ])ardone(l.  Of 
these  last,  12  were  unaergoing  imprisonment  for  ass'sting  in 
the  escape  of  slaves,  leaving  one  still  confined  for  that 
ofi'enec.  A  hij'gc  majority  of  those  ]>ardoned  bad  but  a  short 
time  to  ser\e  and  all  liad  by  a  cheerful  com[)liaiicj  with  the 
rules  and  regulacions  of  the  Institution  shown  a  good  record 
for  de[)ortment. 

The  number  of  prisoners  hired  to  contractors  is  as  f/llcws  : 
to  A.  Murdoek  it  Co.,  n)aniilacturing  brooms  and  V"ooden 
ware,  TOO  ;  to  Wni.  H.  Iliss,  manufacturing  chairs  and  cabi- 
net ware,  62  ;  to  Porter  Co<.k,  man'ifacturiug  tin  war?,  50  ; 
to  B.  Russell,  manulacturing  boots  and  shoes,  30  ;  to  W.  H. 
Miller,  mannfacturing  cigars,  22;  leaving  168  not  contracted 
for.  Of  these  'J6  arc  males  and  72  iemales.  Six  of  the  males 
are  insane  ;  many  are  old  and  feeble  and  not  fit  fur  hard  la- 
bor and  tlierefore  not  desired  by  the  contra"ctors,  and  are  em- 
})loyed  in  doing  such  work  as  is  recjuired  about  the  Institu- 
tion. Tlie  fen:alcs  arc  empb^ycd  in  washing,  menling  and 
making  clothing  and  caning  chairs. 
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Tuii  v.-Ill  notice  the  increase  in  the  nuniLer  of  female  con- 
victs in  the  course  of  the  year. 

It  is  almost  certain  that  the  mimhor  of  femah'S  as  v:A\  as 
males  will  be  still  further  increased  during  the  ensuing  Jan- 
uary and  may  terms  of  the  couits.  To  accommodate  tliis  in- 
crease, we  liave  two  dormitories  ;  the  eastern  dormitory  with 
320  cells,  64  of  which  are  on  the  basement  an.d  though  used 
for  want  of  other  room,  have  always  been  considered  unfit  for 
the  purpose,  by  those  who  have  examined  tliem.  Seven  of 
them  are  used  as  dark  cells  and  three  of  them  uniit  for  use. 
The  ^vestern  dormitory  or  old  building,  is  used  as  hospital 
and  sleeping  apartments  for  those  prisoners  the  eastern  dormi- 
tory will  not  accommodate.  We  have  nine  rooms  now  occu- 
piedj  six  prisoners  in  each  room.  The  basement  and'second 
story  of  the  old  building  are  used  by  the  female  convicts  and 
I  would  earnestly  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  existing 
for  more  room  in  that  department.  We  now  have  inconline- 
inent  72  female  prisoners.  The  .average  I'or  the  last  ten 
years  has  been  S3.  For  that  number  there  was  not  sufficient 
nor  suitable  room  to  successfully  carry  out  the  requirements 
of  the  law,  or  administer  proper  di'=:ci})line,  owing  to  the 
crowded  state  of  that  department.  I  have  been  compelled  to 
open  the  basement  rooms  which  have  not  been  used  for  a 
longtime  on  account  of  their  unlitncss,  being  partly  under- 
ground, damp  and  poorly  ventilated.  I  had  them  put  in  as 
good  condition  as  possible.  They  are  now  occu[)ied  as  sleep- 
ing apartments  by  51  of  the  female  prisoners,  an  average  of 
more  tjian  eight  to  a  room.  I  refer  you  to  the  remarks  of  the 
Physician,  Dr.  J.  W.  Hank  on  that  subject  and  I  would  re- 
commend that  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  females  on  the 
second  story  as  sleeping  apartments,  be  altered  if  possible, 
into  workshops,  and  a  dormitory  built  in  the  yard  connecting 
with  the  old  building.  Until  this  be  done,  or  some  other 
plan  devi.scd  by  Avhich  the  prisoners  can  be  sa])arated  at 
night,  a  v/holesomc  and  ]ieifect  disci])line  cannot  be  main- 
tained. Beside  repairing  the  rooms  mentioned,  I  have  thrown 
three  rooms  into  one  in  order  to  mak3  a  shop  for  caning 
chairs  and  have  20  female  convicts  at  that  labor,  and  have  had 
built  at  the  north  end  ot'tlie  wash-house  a  bath-room  f\>r  the 
use  of  the  feniales  ;  a  desirable  im[)rovement  which  lias  ad- • 
ded  much  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  that  department. 

Owing  to  the  defective  comlilion  of  the  steam  boilers  con- 
nected with  the  engine,  noticed  in  my  last  repoi't,  two  new 
boilers  have  been  juit  in,  with  modern  in.i.j)rvenu'nts,  of 
fltcam  guages  and  alarm,  at  a  cost  of  about  ,$1,000  00. 

I  am  ])leased  to  report  the  moral  condition  of  the  prisoners 
much  improved.     We  have  had  no  cases  of  gross   insuburdi- 
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nation  diiriug  tlie  year  ;  few  reports  of  violation  of  discipline 
and  a  large  majority  of  those  for  minor  offences. 

Our  tiiaiilcs  are  due  to  the  ministers  of  the  gospel,  who 
give  tiieir  time  from  y;ihbath  to  ISabbath  in  instrncting  the 
inmates  in  religious  and  moral  duties.  It  is  a  reiiroacli  to 
the  State  that  we  have  no  chaplain,  hut  are  dependent  on 
Christian  gentlemen  and  ministers  of  religion,  who  give  their^ 
time  ond  talents  to  the  spiritual  instruction  of  the   convicts. 

Tlie  Sahhatli  Schools  are  well  attended.  They  are  man- 
aged hy  Mr.  W.  A.  Wisong  and  Mrs.  A.  Hyde.  The  Libra- 
ry contains  about  2000  volumes  and  is  much  used  by  the 
]>ris9ners. 

Thti Sabbath  School  teachers  deserve  tlie  hii^hest  praise. 
The  fruits  of  their  work  are  apj^arent  in  the  good  conduct  of 
many  who  have  been  inmates  of  this  Institution. 

I  would  call  your  favorable  notice  to  the  creditable  manner 
in  which  llie  subordinate  officers  have  discharged  their  du- 
ties ;  notwithstanding  the  crowded  condition  of  the  ])rison, 
cleanliness  and  good  order  havu  prevailed. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  tender  my  tlianks,  for  the 
courtesy,  kindness  and  assistance  you  have  rendered  lue  in 
tlie  discharge  of  my  duties,  and  tlie  great  interest  you  have 
alwaj's  manitcpted  in  nuikiug  this  a  model  Institution.

Gentlemen  of  Ulc  Board  of  Directors : 

I  hcicwith  present  you  my  iej)tiit  of  the  condition  of  heaUli 
of  the  ])iisoneis  confined  in  tlie  ^Iiuyland  PLtiltentiiiry,  and 
of  the  mortality  whieli  has  occiiried  anion^j^  theiu  during  tlie 
past  year. 

Three  tlion.-and  eiglit  Inmdred  and  eighty-seven  ap]dica- 
tions  were  juade  for  medical  relief  in  the  male  de['arinient. 
One  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  the  parties  applying  were 
excused  ironi  duty  for  a  limited  ])eiiod.  Their  cases  n<.'t  be- 
ing of  such  a  character  as  to  render  their  admission  to  tlie 
hospital  necessary,  -while,  at  the  same  time,  a  short  exemj)- 
tiou  fiom  daily  duty  was  deenied  advisable.  ]\Iany  of  these 
}.<avties  had  leceived  sligiit  wounds,  through  awkwardness  or 
carelessness  in  the  Inindling  of  tlieir.  instruments  of  labor, 
and,  though  sutfering  little  theiefrom,  were  incapacitated, 
for  the  time,  lor  ])er'orniii)g  the  especial  duties  to  whieli  tliey 
had  been  assigneil.  The  time  lost,  as  above  stated  amounted 
to  seven  hundred  and  nineteen  days. 

One  hundred  and  six  ])atients  were  nndcr  medical  treat- 
ment in  the  ]iosi)ital  :  ot  whom,  tive  died  and  the  remainder 
•were  dischai-ged  therefrom,  cither  cmed  or   greatly  relieved.

JoHcph  Slang,  white,  aged  55  years,  died  Dic.  ?>] ,  iSfi-l,  of 
Chronic  Diari  lioea. 

Henry  Benson,  c  dored,  aged  33  years,  died  January  24,

haftc  YoHiiij,  Colored,  aged  7-1  year.',  died  ^larch  4,  18G5, 
of  old  age. 

Thomas  Wad,  white,  aged  G7  yee.rs,  died  Oct.  4,  18ri5,  of 
Ascites. 

WiUam  CcVius,  white,  aged  54  years,  died  Oct.  13,  18^5, 
of  softening  of  the  brain. 

The  utiprecedentedly  large  number  of  female  ]irisoners 
now  Ciuifinedin  the  Penitentiary  has  compelled  ihe  Warden, 
in  violation  of  law,  to  place  fort}  eight  adults  and  four  cliil- 
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dren  in  six  sniall  sleeping  apartnients,  which  are  situated 
partially  under  gruuiid,  and  are  very  damp,  l.iadly  lighted 
and  ventilated.  The  effect  of  this  has  been  seen  in  a  marked 
deterioration  of  the  health  of  these  })rieoners,  some  of  whom 
present  undoubted  evidences  of  seri'ius  pulmonary  disease; 
and  unless  provision  can  be  made  for  th.e  mnre  comfortable 
accommodation  of  the  females  incarceiafced  in  the  Peniten- 
tiary, I  fear  that  the  ratio  of  mortality  among  them  will  be 
very  largely  increased. 

Two  births  and  one  death  have  occurred  in  the  female  de- 
partment during  the  year. 

Laura  Jane  liichanl'^on,  colored,  aged  21  years,  died  Sep. 
10,  1865,  of  consumption. 

Jlarijaret  Sieworl,  colored,  received  into  tliis  prison  Oct. 
/31,  ISfJ-l,  gave  birth  to  an  infant  v/liich  lived  but  a  few  min- 
utes February  6,  1865. 

Maria  Gross,  colored,  gave  birth   to  a  daughter,  Nov.  15, 
1S35,  she  was  rcceivcil  licrc  May  17,  .865,
